- firength,O L oed, ſuſtaine our weakenes, Þ we being defended with the fozce £ 
of thy grace, mapbe lately pꝛelerued againſt all allauits of ſathan, who gocth 
about cotinually like a roaring lton ſa king to deuour vs, Increaſe our faiths 
O merctfull father, v we doe not ſwerue at any time frgm thy brauely wozd, 
but augment in vs hope and loue, with a carefull keping ot all thy connnan⸗ 
dements, that no hardnelle ofheart,nobypocrifte,noconcupiſcence ofthe cics, 
no inticemẽts of the woꝛld do dꝛaw vs away from thy obedience . andſemg 
we liue now in theſe moſt perilous times, let thy fatherly pꝛouidẽtce defend vs 
againſt the violence of our enemies, which ds lk by al meanes to oppzes thy 
truth, Furtbermo?e, koꝛalmuch as by thy boly Apoſtle we be taught to make 
our pꝛaters and ſuppltcatios foꝛ all men, we pꝛaꝝ not only foꝛ our iclues bere 
pꝛeſent, but beleech tbe alt to reduce all ſuch as beyct ignoꝛantʒ frõ the mile⸗ 
rable capttuity ofblindnes and erroꝛ to the pure understanding a knowledg 
of thy beauenly truth: that we all with one conſent and vnitie ol minde, max 
wozthip tbæ our only God and Sauto?, And that all paſto25.thepbeards,and 

miniſters, to whom thou halt omitted the diſpenſation of thy holy wozd and 
charge of thy choſen peonle, may both in their life c dodrine be found faithful 
ſetting befoze tbeir eves th 5 and y bythem al pwze ſhep which wander 
and go aſtray,may be gathered # bought bome to thy told. Moꝛcouer becauſe 
the bearts of al Kulers are in thy hands, we beſechthee to direc and gouerne 
the barts of all Rings, Peinces, and Magiſtrates to whom thou haſt rommit⸗ 
ted the lwoꝛd: elpectally, O Loꝛd, ac coꝛding to our bounden duty we beſech 
tbee to maintain and increaſe the honoꝛable eſtate of the Rings Matellp, and 
all his noble Counſcliers and Magiſtrates, withal the ſpirituall paſtozs and 
miniſters,and all the whole body ofthis comon-weale, Let thy father ly fauoz 
lo pꝛeſeru them, and thy holy ſpirit ſo gouerne their hearts, that they may in 
ſuch ſozt execute their office, p tby religion may be purely maintained, man⸗ 
ners rekoꝛmed, and fin puniſhed, accoꝛding to the pzeciſe rule of thy holy wozd 
And foꝛ that we be all mẽbers of the myſeicall body of Jeſus Chꝛiſt, we make 
ur requeſt vnto thee O beauenly father, fo? all ſuch as are afflicted with any 
kind ofcrofle oz tribulation as war, plague, famine, ſicknes. pouerty, impꝛi⸗ 
ſonment, perſecution, baniſhment, oe any other kinde of crofle, whether it be 
calamity of body. oꝛ veration ofminde: that it would pleaſe thee to giue them 
atience and conſtancy till thou ſend them full deliuerance of all their irou- 
bics. Rot out from bence (O Loꝛd) all rauening wolues, which to fill their 
bellies leck to deſtroy thy flock:a ſhew thy great mercies vpon thoſeour bꝛe⸗ 
thꝛen in other countries, who areperſecuted, caſt in pꝛiſon, & dayly condem- 
ned foꝛ the teſtimony oftby trutd, And though they be btterly deſtitute of al! 
mans ayd, pet let thy ſweet comfozt neuer departfromtbem, but fo inflame - | 
their hearts with thy boly ſpirit, y they map boldly and carefuliy abide ſuch | 
tryall, as thy godly wiſedome hat; appoint :So that atlength as well by 
their death as by theirlife,thekingdome of thy deare Son Jeſus Chꝛiſt ma 
increaſe and ſhine though all tbe wozld, Jn whole name we make our bit 
petitions vnto thee as þebatþtaught'vs, Our tatner which art n heauen &c. 
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
